There never was a time in this 
country when quality counted for so 
much in the meat trade, which in 
other and equally true words means that there was never a time 
when the Aberdeen-Angus type of butcher’s animal was held in 
such appreciation. Carcasses which yield not only a small percent- 
age of good beef but which are deficient in the dear selling parts, 
suffer at the hands of the man who has to make his living by re- 
tailing small orders over the counter. It is significant in this con- 
nection to note from the official market returns in Scotland that 
even second quality Aberdeen-Angus type of cattle are bringing 
better prices on such a fat market as that held weekly at Glasgow 
—our largest market— 
than first quality cattle of 
Shorthorn type. With 
such conditions prevailing 
it is natural that breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus should 
look forward to a still 
greater development of 
the breed’s interests. 
Within the present year 
about fifty new members 
have been added to the 
membership of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Soci- 
ety, which means fifty new 
herds of the breed estab- 
lished, but that does not 
indicate a tithe of the 
scale upon which the breed 
is used for crossing pur- 
poses. 

We are hopeful that 
there may be a resumption 
at an early date of export 
trade to the United States. 
I see some of the financial 


in greatest request by 
feeders, because in turn 
they are in best demand, 
when fattened, by the 
practical man in the retail meat trade. Our best class of Aberdeen- 
Angus fat cattle are making at present in Scotland anything up to 
70s and touching 80s per 112 lbs., being from 5s to 10s per 112 lbs. 
more than can, according to the official market returns be obtained 
for first quality fat cattle of the Shorthorn type. The securing of 
such a substantial premium for the kind of cattle in request ex- 
plains the steadily growing popularity of the Aberdeen-Angus in 
crossing. It should be the constant aim of breeders to see that they 
retain this position in the commercial market for it is the surest of 
all foundations for a breed’s interests. A great deal of propaganda 
is being put out in this country in support of other beef breeds. One 
Strong advocate of the Shorthorn breed has made a great deal of 
the argument that the fact that there is a chance of selling a bull 
at a thousand or two to breeders in the Argentine accounts for so 
many going in for that breed. Whether this be the case or not, my 
advice to Aberdeen-Angus breeders would be to cater for the market 
which can always be depended upon—the commercial market—rath- 
er than upon an uncertainty which, even when it comes off, is ex- 
tremely restricted, and does little benefit to the rank and file of

papers are telling us that 
all the gold is in America. 
We can do nicely with 
some of it to create some 
little flutter in Aberdeen-Angus circles. Though Scotland has been 
free from foot and mouth disease for a long time now, it is only a 
month ago that all restrictions were removed in England, and many 
countries put on the embargo and still keep it on, though other 
countries recognize Scotland as a separate partner and take direct 
exports of cattle. Now however that the “all clear” signal has been 
given in England the position should improve, but exports to the 
Argentine have been better so far this year than last year, and we 
are looking for a steady expansion in that country. There just 
comes to hand a letter from a gentleman in that country which ex- 
emplifies the progress being made, and the way the Aberdeen-An- 
gus makes its practical conquests. Two years ago his firm sold 
25 pura pro cruza (grade) Aberdeen-Angus heifers to one of the 
largest Hereford breeders. Last year to the same buyer they sold 
another 25 heifers with 20 camp bulls and one pedigree bull, while 
this year they have sold to him a lot of 250 heifers. No doubt sim- 
ilar transactions could be related, but the citing of this one is ex- 
tremely interesting, affording as it does ample and practical proof 
of what the Aberdeen-Angus cattle can do (Continued on page 23

On the basis of blue-blooded ancestry the local stockmen hand 
the palm to “Idlemere IV,” a son of “Idlemere,” the latter a full 
biother of the grand champion of 1919. “Idlemere IV” is a grand- 
son of “Oakville Quiet Lad,” grand champion; and great-grandson 
of “Black Woodlawn,” the greatest Aberdeen-Angus bull in the 
whole history of the breed. Idlemere IV’S ancestry on his maternal 
side is equally flawless.

This ball is a 
grandson of “Kloman,” one of the most celebrated American sires 
in the grand champion class.

The bulls were purchased 
from Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, Wash. 

0. V. Battles, the breeder of the famous Rosemere herd from 
which these bulls were selected, is an authority on Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. He has been winning prizes at the Chicago International 
stock show ever since he was a boy and has a greater score of first 
prizes to his credit than any other American breeder. 

Castle wanted three Rosemere bulls for Kaneohe ranch. He 
found that other ranchers were of his mind and so a “hui” of would- 
be owners of Rosemere stock was formed. The selection of the sev- 
enteen animals was left to Mr. Battles. The members of the hui 
agreed that Castle should have “first pick” of three bulls, and that 
the others should draw lots for the right of choice of the remaining 
fourteen. 

The members of the hui, besides Castle, are Alan S. Davis, L. 
L. McCandless, Francis Brown, Alika Dowsett, Waianae Plantation 
Co., and Douglas Damon. They were all on hand yesterday sizing 
up their beasts but saying very little as to individual preference. 
Every animal has a pedigree that goes back a hundred years, or at 
least until the date of the earliest Aberceen-Angus herd books. It 
Is quite likely that large sums will change hands if a rancher who 
has drawn an early choice selects a bull that some other member 
of the hui has set his heart on.

THE INTERNATIONAL 
CLASSIFICATION. * 


For a score and seven years have we been attending live stock 
shows and fairs, becoming acquainted with the Internationa] and 
recognizing its scope early in this period. It seems that the finals 
at the International are after all the guide posts for a goodly share 
of the competitions in the minor shows each season. “If my byl] 
cow or steer can make a first or two it will be a likely candidate for 
the International” has been in the hearts and on the minds of eve 
showman, both young and old. The classifications to our way of 
thinking have been ideal at the International and the directors of 
this mighty educational institution may well feel proud of the ac- 
complishments so far attained. 

There has been a desire on the part of certain factions to in- 
fluence many changes in the classifications—primarily for selfish 
reasons, or at least that is the angle taken by a vast majority of 
those on the outside—to destroy and do away with inter-breed com- 
petitions. The Journal has vigorously opposed that movement, per- 
haps taking its boldest stand when the carlot classification was cut 
out two years ago. As a champion of the principal victors in this 
competition the Journal desires to again emphasize the belief that 
the movement for elimination of cur breed from such competitions 
is unwarranted and unjust. Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
our American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association through its 
officers should and will rise in a body in opposition to any such 
movement. Not because our breed has been so exceedingly success- 
ful, and not because we desire to hold any other breed out of the 
show, but simply because we desire to see the best and most desir- 
able carcass brought forward regardless of the color of the hide. 
When the Aberdeen-Angus breed can no longer win the champion- 
ship the public will know that it no longer produces the superior 
carcass and it will be the inning for another breed. 

In our mind inter-breed competitions in the fat classes is just 
as essential and even by far more essential than competition with 
any given breed. It is through this everlasting desire to win a 
grand championship that all breeds are striving to produce a better 
carcass, and after all is that not serving the public in the more prof- 
itable way and is not the International and its inter-breed compe- 
titions responsible in a large measure for the splendid advancement 
made during the past twenty-five years in carcass quality? The 
Journal believes that a large measure of the improvement is due 
to the fact that this great show has sponsored the very classifica- 
tions now in question. Service above self should be the slogan of 
all breeders and feeders. If one color does not win another will 
and it is up to the men behind the several breeds to improve and 
to keep on improving for the breed that stands still and begins to 
revolve within itself will be no more effective in improving the 
quality of future beef cattle than is the idling rear wheel that is 
thrown out of mesh with its co-partners—it has no hope and will 
never accomplish “much” until it is brought again in touch with the 
general mechanism and begins to function through the production 
of power—of service to man. : 

Professor W. J. Kennedy, of Woodbury county, Iowa, appears in 
the July 23d issue of the Breeders Gazette with a truly sound and 
unbiased debate of these very questions and because of such a posi- 
tion we are taking the liberty of reproducing the article in its en- 
tirety in support of our position on this question. The Journal 
would earnestly request that the directors weigh every phase of this 
question carefully before any changes be recommended or put into 
effect. A vast majority of your patrons are decidedly satisfied and 
the public is entitled to have the benefit of these inter-breed com- 
petitions. Mr. Kennedy, perhaps one of the best qualified individ- 
uals to pass judgment on a question of this character because of his 
pong experience as an instructor and judge in the show ring has this 
0 say: :

ciety’s show at Glasgow in same year; in 1876 was first at Highland So- 
ciety’s show at Aberdeen ; and in 1879 gained the first prize and champion- 
ship cup at International show at Kilburn. Young Viscount was sold in 
1878 by public sale for 225 guineas. 

JUDGE (1150), of the Jilt family, sire Scotsman (474), dam Jilt (973), was 
first prize bull at the Paris Universal Exhibition of 1878. 

JURYMAN (404), also a Jilt bull, won the first prize at the Highland Society's 
show at Dumfries in 1870, also the first prize at the Morayshire show at 
Elgin, and challenge cup for the best polled animal in the world. In 
1871 he gained the first prize at the Highland Society’s show at Perth, 
and the first prize at the Morayshire show at Elgin. 

TROJAN (402), sire Black Prince of Tillyfour (366), dam Charlotte (203), of 
the Queen Tribe, won the first prize at the Royal Agricultural Society’s 
show at Newcastle in 1864, also the second prize at the Royal Northern 
Society’s show at Aberdeen, and the third prize at the Highland Society’s 
show at Stirling same year. In 1865 he won the first prize at the Moray- 
shire show at Elgin. 

CUPBEARER (59) gained the first prize in 1851, as a one-year-old, at the

Notwithstanding this lit- 
tle nest egg, we feel that we are 
going out of the business, at 
least temporarily, and that we 
are to a great extent losing 
thereby the benefit of the large 
amount of time, study and care 
spent in getting this herd to- 
gether.

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Cattle Industry Profits by Improved Production Methods 


Cattle are at the present time 
selling at better prices than cattle- 
men have known for years. Also, 
well bred and well finished steers 
are commanding a worth while premium over the poorer grades, 
thus bringing a reasonable reward for the skill and attention of the 
diligent cattleman. Fortunately, these desirable conditions do not 
seem to be of quickly transient nature. All signs indic&kte that the 
cattle business is definitely past the low point of depression and is 
headed for a period of relative prosperity which is likely to last for 
years and should be permanent if production is not overdone. 

These discouraging developments in the live stock industry 
which have prevailed since the war have undoubtedly produced last- 
ing changes in the production and management of beef cattle. Many 
old-fashioned methods proved unable to cope with the recent adverse 
economic conditions. Two important principles have, among others, 
been impressed strongly upon cattle growers; namely, the necessity 
of accomplishing a more rapid turnover in the business, and the 
= of producing more nearly in conformity with consumptive de- 
mand. 

The matter of turnover is important in every business concern. 
In the packing industry for instance we turn our capital six to eight 
times a year and in this manner can earn both interest and profit 
although we are satisfied with a very small margin on each turn- 
over. The old-fashioned method of producing three or four-year- 
old steers represents an exceptionally low rate of turnover and each 
an:mal must carry the burden of overhead for several years. The 
modern method of producing baby beef and yearlings is especially 
advantageous because it involves the sale of two to four crops 
where formerly only one was marketed. At whatever age the cat- 
tleman decides to ship his cattle, stress should be placed on the fact 
that rapid growth and quick maturity are important problems in 
profitable production. 

Much has been said about the vanishing popularity of beef and 
the consequent decrease in per capita consumption. While it is true 
that beef could and should be used more freely in many city homes, 
it remains a fact that the taste of the public has never been more 
discriminating in favor of a good quality than it is at the present 
time. Housewives are becoming more and more educated to the 
qualities of high grade beef and are consequently willing to pay a 
premium in order to get the “real stuff.” This is directly reflected 
in the premium paid on the better grades of cattle. It is an encour- 
aging fact that the tendency

way. It is easily worth traveling at least 
1,000 miles to see. People, young and old in 
the business, can here gain valuable lessons. 

Instead of being asked to change the en- 
tire ground work of such a show, the man- 
agement ought to be extended a vote of 
thanks for good deeds accomplished, and 
told to go ahead along the present carefully 
worked-out lines of letting them all come to- 
gether and in the end the best and most de- 
sirable animals crowned champions. That is 
the American way of doing things. Why 
not let it stand? 

I wish briefly to discuss the 6 changes sug- 
gested. 

1. Elimination of long-fed two-year-old 
steers: There are hundreds of thousands of 
9-year-old steers fed all over the country. 
It is one of the necessary ways provided for 
the much-needed utilization of our roughage. 
At times these cattle are discriminated 
against, and no doubt justly so. At other 
times they command a premium. Why not 
let the men who wish to do so finish these 
cattle and exhibit them? If they are sharp- 
ly discriminated against by the buyers, the 
public will see it, and guide its own feeding 
operations accordingly. The International 
was founded for the purpose of bringing 
out the facts in a practical way. If the feed- 
ing of steers from 2% to 3 years of age is 
a wasteful practice, why, then, do over 40 
per cent of our cattle feeders continue this 
policy from year to year? 

2. Abolition of Districts: The founders 
of the show wanted to make it a truly inter- 
national event, not local or sectional. There- 
fore, they provided the district plan. It was 
believed then, and the logic still holds good, 
that certain features of climate and feed con- 
ditions make it rather unfair in many in- 
stances for animals from certain districts to 
compete with those from more highly-favor- 
ed districts. Some modifications might be 
— but, on a whole, the plan is fair and 
good. 

3. Competition by breeds: This is the 
real life of a finished fat bullock show. There 
may be arguments in favor of the elimina- 
tion of inter-breed champions of individuals 
or groups in our breed shows, but no sound 
logic against the inter-breed championship 
fight in the fat bullock show can be substan- 
tiated. Here we have the finished product, 
the fat steer, judged solely on his usefulness 
to kill out and hang up a desirable, profit- 
able carcass. It is the ultimate end of the 
beef cattle industry. Why not give the pub- 
lic the truth, both the producing and the con- 
suming public? We have precedents galore 
for this award. There is no prominent show 
in any country which does not recognize it. 
There has always been a grand champion 
fat barrow, pen of barrows and carload of 
barrows, regardless of breed; the same is 
true in the fat sheep classes. Over in the 
horse end, we have the grand champion geld- 
ing, the pairs, the fours and the sixes, re- 
gardless of the breed. If the admirers of a 
certain breed cannot win consistently, let 
them find out why they are falling down, 
and then correct the defects within their 
breed, in order that they may more success- 
fully meet all comers. Be good sports. 
Throw the gates wide open, make every pos- 
sible preparation in advance, be prepared to 
meet defeat gracefully, and let us all ac- 
claim in one voice, “May the best animals, 
regardless of color or breed, be crowned 
champions.” 


_ 4. Restriction of exhibitor to one entry 
in each class: If it is our plan to build up a 
real high-class carlot show, there should be 
no strings or restriction on the number of 
cars shown by one exhibitor. Let quality be 
the guide. If John Smith has 5 better loads 
than his neighbor Bill Brown, why should 
4 of Smith’s loads be barred and Brown’s 
inferior load allowed to show? That might 
help Brown to win a few dollars in prize 
money, but it would at the same time lower 
the average quality of the show. This whole 
matter has been in the past and can be in the 
future settled by a good, keen, courageous 
sifting committee. Set a standard of qual- 
ity for admission and hew close to the line. 
Then our show will continue to grow and get 
better from year to year. Just as it has 
been doing for over 20 years. 

5. Provision that each lot shall be bred 
by one individual or firm: This provision 
might be applicable to a pumpkin show or a 
small county fair, but it surely has no place 
at the world’s greatest live stock show. 
Here we want to see the best. By that we 
mean not only good breeding and feeding, 
but also close discrimination in selection by 
feeders. It requires a carefully-trained eye 
to pick out a carload of good ones. It might 
be all right to have a classification for car- 
loads bred by exhibitor, the same as some 
state fairs now offer prizes for animals own- 
ed within the state; but there should by all 
means be the wide-open class, where quality, 
conformation and finish are the real object- 
ives. The men who make this show furnish 
a useful, profitable outlet and market to the 
little fellow who breeds a few good ones. 

6. Restoration of short-fed classes: This 
is a useful classification, and ought to be re- 
stored. The cost of the gain, the rate of 
gain and the degree of finish should all be 
considered in making the final award, say, 
in the ratio of 30-30 and 40 points each. 

We should be sure that any changes made 
are of a constructive and not a destructive 
nature. Let us all have more faith in the 
future of the beef cattle industry, do less 
carping over little things, spend more 
thought and energy on the big things, such 
as encouraging more people to eat beef, and 
then the whole beef cattle industry will be 
on a better basis.

When the 
membership became sufficiently aware of 
what was going on they naturally formed 
themselves together for their own protection 
and preservation and these same members 
are to be congratulated on the splendid man- 
ner in which they stood solidly together for 
their own best interests. 

The Journal entered into the campaign 
only after a very careful deliberation on the 
subject and in accordance with its avowed 
purpose to champion the welfare of the 
breeders at all times was compelled to go in 
on the side of better government for our As- 
sociation. The annual reports were not sat- 
isfactory to the Journal even though they 
were passed and placed upon the records of 
the Association always with an overwhelm- 
ing proxy vote. 

We now have a government and a set of 
officials who are interested in the Associa- 
tion’s affairs and the welfare and advance- 


ment of its members. This is the time for 
the membership to forget all this clamor for 
the old regime and to turn its back forever 
on any man who failed to prove faithful to 
os Association and its membership gener- 
ally. 

There was some opposition to the Journal 
taking part in the campaign but we wish at 
this time to thank the breeders generally for 
the loyal support and the faith placed in 
your breed paper. It is our ambition to serve 
better each issue. 

This letter from the Association offices 
can not help but recall a most prominent 
figure that appeared at every annual ses- 
sion, there to interpret the law for whom 
and at whose expense? Mr. John D. Black 
perhaps did not know about these invest- 
ments and possibly they did not come with- 
in his jurisdiction. His defense of the retir- 
ing officials and their system of government 
could not have been more perfect had they 
been hiring them with their own private 
funds. 

The Journal is pleased to have these facts 
presented from the Association’s own office 
and now asks that all members and all 
breeders come together under one flag and 
for but one purpose and that the advance- 
ment of the breed rather than the Associa- 
tion officers. 

Here is the letter. Read it and think it 
over carefully, please, for it contains food 
for real thought: 

Chicago, Ill., July 30, 1925. 
To the Members of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association: 

It is necessary for your officers to call up- 
on the members of the association to come 
forward promptly with their business at this 
time and lend all possible help in order that 
we may be in position to take care of our 
obligations which are heaviest at this time 
of the year. 

We are forced to make this appeal because 
of the fact that the greater part of the As- 
sociation’s funds have not been received by 
the Treasurer, Judge John C. Mills, Jr., of 
Kirksville, Missouri. 

The retiring Treasurer, Mr. Len H. La- 
mar, turned over to Mr. Mills $8,742.79 and 
tendered four farm mortgages on Iowa Jand 
of the face value of $39,700.00 and asked 
their acceptance at face value and a release 
from all liability as former Treasurer cov- 
ering $38,500.00 received by him. 

These mortgages are listed as follows:

(Alphonso Querin Mortgage bought for 
$12.000). 

Your officers and directors knew nothing 
of the value of these mortgages and sus- 
pended action with respect to them and as 
to giving release to the former Treasurer 
until an audit of the finances of the Associa- 
tion could be made, and the value of such 
securities investigated. 7 

Messrs. Lewis, Murphy & Company, certi- 
fied Public Accountants, with offices at 1420 
Republic Bank Building, Chicago, were em- 
ployed to make such audit and same has just 
been completed. 

We regret to advise you that the audit 
and investigations in connection therewith 
reveal a situation that is far from satisfact- 
ory and in order that you may have the facts 
with respect to the securities offered by Mr. 
Lamar covering this $38,500.00 of the Asso- 
ciation funds, we quote as follows from the 
report of the auditors: _ . 

“Careful search of the minutes of the Di- 
rectors’ meetings failed to reveal a record of 
authorization or approval of the investment 
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of the association’s funds in the four mort- 
gages appearing on the books of the asso- 
ciation.” 

The value of the lands covered by the four 
mortgages tendered by Mr. Lamar accord- 
ing to appraisements made by three separ- 
ate, independent and disinterested agencies 
ranges from $34,000.00 to $44,100.00, being 
only about one-half the value necessary to 
justify loans aggregating $38,500.00 of asso- 
ciation funds. 

With the disclosure of the above situation, 
and before the audit was completed, your of- 
ficers turned for safety to investigate the 
bond in the sum of $50,000.00, covering 
jointly the former Secretary and Treasurer, 
and failing to find it in the office upon in- 
quiry of Charles Gray, former secretary, was 
advised by letter from him that “Len H. La- 
mar has the bond” and upon demand of Mr. 
Lamar for return of the bond he replied that 
he would investigate and if he found that he 
had the bond that he would return it, but to 
date nothing further has been heard from 
him. 

The Surety Company, which issued the 
bond has been called upon for a duplicate of 
the original. 

You may rely upon your officers to take 
all steps necessary to preserve the associa- 
tion’s assets, but in the meantime, and until 
its moneys are recovered, the members can 
do much, if they will, to help their associa- 
tion and themselves as well. 

You will be glad to know that receipts at 
the office are exceeding last year, some- 
what, month by month, and that the bank 
balance has been increased to some extent 
since the new regime took charge. Expenses 
are being held down to the minimum. 

Suspension of Rule 2. Record Your 
Animals Over 2 Years Old. 

In order to give the breeders an opportun- 
ity to bring their registrations up to date, 
the Board of Directors, at its meeting held 
April 14th and 15th, temporarily suspended 
Rule 2 of the by-laws so as to permit the 
registration of animals of any age at the 
regular over-age fee of $3.00 per animal to 
members and $7.50 to non-members. 

Breeders are urged to take advantage of 
this opportunity while it is open and send in 
their registrations as rapidly as possible now 
while the slack period is on at the office and 
the work can be handled promptly. 

Life Memberships. 

Life memberships in your association cost 
only $20.00. See that your neighboring 
breeders are all members. The saving in 
registration fees alone as against non-mem- 
bers’ rates will soon save them that member- 
ship fee and we want all breeders enrolled 
with us as members.

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Baby Beef Club Work Leads to Better Beef 


Io one can deny that the Beef 
pe. Industry in the United 
States has been. liquidated when 
the supply as indicated by numbers _ 
is compared with the potential demand as indicated by the popula- 
tion. Figures taken from the United States Department of Agri- 
culture show that on January 1, 1925, there were 39,609,000 head 
of beef cattle in the United States, which is the smallest number 
since 1915 during the foot and mouth disease, while in 1920 there 
were 43,398,000 head or a decrease of 3,789,000 head in only five 
years. This represents a decrease of 8.74 per cent. During the 
same time the increase in population in the United States which 
represents the potential demand increased from 105,702,620 in 1920 
to 113,593,720 or 7,891,100. This is an increase of 6.94 per cent for 
the five-year period. ; te

as the quality it seems to me that

For some reason or other some men and 
apparently some beef breed associations have been slow to sponser 
this great movement, seemingly forgetting that these club boys and 
girls of today will be the real beef producers of tomorrow. Then 
too when we consider that the younger people are more impression- 
able and will learn much faster than older people that have become 
set in their ways, the value of working with these boys and girls 
cannot be overestimated. As the late President Roosevelt said, “If 
you are going to do anything permanent for the average man, you 
must begin before he is aman. The chance of success lies in work- 
ing with the boy, and not with the man.” Numerous instances can 
be cited of where father was forced to improve his cattle after John- 
nie proved to him that well bred calves were more profitable to 

raise than _ scrubs.

remarkable part is 
that this increase in 
consumption was 
made in spite of the 
fact that we had cheap pork the past year which also resulted in 
a higher pork consumption. In other woids, the American public is 
increasing their meat ration. There is no doubt that this rate of 
consumption will continue or increase, for as our knowledge of nu- 
trition increases there will be a greater tendency towards the use 
of meat and a lessening influence from a derogatory propaganda. 


An important fact to remember is that the leading investigat- 
ors of nutrition have found in the past few years that meat is not 
only harmless but is essential in our rations, if we are to maintain 
the best of health. The use of meat does not cause diseases such 
as rheumatism, gout, uric acid poisoning, etc., but as a matter of 
fact, and probably a surprise to many, tends to prevent those 
troubles. 

McCollum found that the proteins in meats are superior to the 
proteins in milk for making good the deficiencies of the proteins of 
the cereals and potatoes. He, also, found that roast veal was the 
most easily digested of any of our meats, closely followed by roast 
beef. Certainly all evidence points towards the greater use of beef 
provided we can keep the cost down to within reach of the average 
consumer. The only way to keep the price down is to keep up the 
available supply to the consumer. 

There are two methods by which this available supply can be 
maintained; one is to increase the number of beef cattle and the 
other is to increase the quality of the cattle, that is the amount of 
beef per animal rather than the numbers. We have lost ground un- 
der the first method, as was pointed out in the first of this article, 
however, we have made some progress in certain lines of beef cattle 
production by the latter method as is shown by Major Wentworth. 
During the past ten years the dressing per cent increased in our 
show cattle from 64.5 per cent to 65.1 per cent. During the same 
time there was a decrease in dressing per cent for the commercial 
cattle from 54.6 per cent to 54.2 per cent. 

_ While the difference in dressing per cent in each class of cat- 
tle is not very large, yet the tendency to decrease the quality of our 
average commercial cattle is alarming for it can only indicate that 
we have fallen down in our efforts to induce the average beef pro- 
ducer to increase the quality of his product. 

Since there is a decrease in the numbers of beef cattle as well

cass contest at Chicago is well adapted to receive the benefits of 
this Boys’ and Girls’ Club movement cannot be denied. Their ability 
to put their flesh on smoothly, develop high-priced cuts and deposit 
the fat uniformly among the lean is apparently an Aberdeen-Angus 
characteristic which has enabled them to win every grand cham- 
pionship in the carcass contest at Chicago. 

Leading investigators are now working on a plan whereby beef 
can be graded and sold according to its tenderness, juiciness, and 
flavor which will give the consumer a chance to choose the kind 
of beef that he wants; and when this plan is put into operation 
certainly the Aberdeen-Angus will receive the benefit for then no 
unscrupulous butcher can sell the so-called cat meat as good Aber- 
deen-Angus beef. There is no doubt but that this plan will work, 
for it is in operation in the sale of practically all other products, 
so why not in the sale of meat. It would be in operation now if 
the beef cattleman and his friends had not been asleep at the 
“switch.” The competition that good beef has had to meet is as un- 
fair as the competition that butter met when oleomargerine was not 
sold under its proper name. 

A golden era is opening up for the beef producer for when beef 
is sold on its merits and the discriminating buyer can have an op- 
portunity for selection, a demand for the better class of beef will 
be developed which will in turn react to the man who produces that 
class of cattle. And, the greatest opportunity for educational work 
along this line is through the Baby Beef Club Work. And, the 
breed association that appreciates the value of club work and goes 
out and develops it will receive the greatest profits.

Velvet Beans Good For Fattening Steers. 


Two pounds of velvet beans about equal to a pound of cotton- 
seed meal, experiments show. 

A series of experiments conducted by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of Agriculture, in cooperation 
with the Mississippi Experiment Station, support practical exper- 
ience indicating that velvet beans are a good feed for fattening 
steers. Velvet beans were first considered valuable for cattle, be- 
cause the cattle would eat the beans from vines in the field through- 
out the winter, even picking them off the (Continued on page 15

Gus Swanson, of Laporte county, Indiana, 
was on the market the 15th with a load of 
1512 pound Aberdeen - Angus steers that 
brought $14.15. 

The Drovers Journal of July 29th says: 

“If the corn crop is good, and if the price 
of corn is low as compared to the price of 
cattle, won’t there be a demand for feeding 
cattle this fall that will send prices sky 
high? That is a question that comes to us. 
Our guess is that corn will have to go be- 
low 75 cents, and common cattle higher 
than they are now before the shifters among 
cattle feeders are attracted .However among 
is a possibility that it will pay well to get 
feeders early this year. At least some men 
are figuring that way. A government re- 
port in today’s issue sheds some light on 
the immediate situation”. 


Although this month’s receipts of hogs 
have been 10,000 heavier than a year ago 
and the heaviest June receipts in over forty 
years, the market is closing around $1.50 
higher than a month ago. This simply goes 
to show that demand for pork is sometimes 
of more importance than the size of the re- 
ceipts in established prices—Omaha Jour- 
nal Stockman, June 30th.

Five Head of Fancy Iowa Aberdeen-Angus 
Steers at $14.25 Here Today 


Every time that William Kirschbaum, 
well known Defiance, Ia., Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder and feeder, has come to Omaha with 
cattle in the last four or five years he has 
hung up new marks for other patrons of 
this market to shoot at. .Today was no ex- 
ception to this rule, for in the shipment that 
Mr. Kirschbaum brought over were five of 
his fine pure bred Aberdeen-Angus steers 
that averaged 1,300 pounds and sold at 
$14.25, or 65 cents per hundred above the 
day’s highest price on load lots. His con- 
signment also included a bunch of lighter 
mixed yearlings, six heifers and three steers 
that scaled 877 pounds and brought $12.75, 
and a couple of 1,005 pound heifers that 
went at $10.00. 

Ordinarily Mr. Kirschbaum has three or 
four loads of cattle such as these to bring 
to Omaha every fall, but this shipment 
cleans his feed yard for the season, as he 
did not buy any cattle to feed, and he is 
holding most of his pure breds for the 
breeders’ sales later on. 

“The five best steers were cattle 15 to 
16 months old that were put into the feed 
lot last summer as soon as they were wean- 


ed, and have had a full ration ever since,” 
Mr. Kirschbaum said.

Why Cattle Sell High. 


It usually so happens nearly every year 
that corn fed beeves sell pretty high along 
in July and August, just about the time wes- 
tern grass cattle are beginning to show up 
and the stock farmers of the corn belt are 
debating whether or not to feed. This coin- 
cidence has frequently given rise to the re- 
mark that packers are boosting beef cattle 
prices in order to encourage farmers to fill 
their feed lots. 

Packer buyers have always scouted the 
idea. They say, for instance just now, that 
the ripe corn fed steers are selling better 
than they have for five years for the good 
and sufficient reason that prime beef cattle 
are scarcer than they have been for five 
years. Owing to the high price of grain, 
cattle feeders have unloaded earlier than us- 
ual in order to cut down the feed bill and 
fewer beef cattle are available than usual 
at this time. 

Another thing the packer buyer laughs at 
is the idea that the packer will voluntarily 
put the fat cattle market up on himself at 
any time. The packers are neither philan- 
thropists nor uplifters when business is con- 
cerned. As far as the beef end of the busi- 
ness is concerned they operate strictly on a 
hand to mouth basis, content with a small 
margin for passing the meat from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer. The big profits have 
never been in the beef end of the business 
although the by-products of cattle have of- 
ten been highly profitable. 

These things are all elementary to those 
who understand the meat packing industry, 
but stock growers and farmers are perhaps 
not so familiar with them.’ Any time the 
packers boost the price of fat cattle it can 
be taken for granted that fat cattle are 
scarce and there is a good demand for the 
beef. That and nothing else explains the 
situation today.—Omaha Daily Journal- 
Stockman.

Ringgold County Farm Had Almost Ceased 
to Produce Corn. 

Alfalfa will grow on very poor land after 
that land has been manured and limed. And 
Floyd Schlapai of Benton, Ringgold county, 
lowa, has proved it. 

Schlapai had a small field of rough land 
which had been farmed to corn so long that 
it would produce only 20 bushels to the acre, 
and consequently was a losing proposition. 
He seeded the field to alfalfa the first of 
September, 1923, and applied limestone a 
few weeks later. The first cutting of 1924 
was mostly weeds and the neighbors thought 
the alfalfa was done for, but it came back 
for two more cuttings during 1924 and by 
the end of the season there was a very good 
stand. 

Many old farm hills where the land is 
washy, in southern Iowa, can be reclaimed 
by using manure and limestone and seeding 
to alfalfa, says F. G. Churchill, farm crops 
specialist, Iowa State College. Alfalfa will 
also prevent the land from further washing.

Velvet Beans Good Feed For Fattening 
Steers.

ground and nosing them out when trampled 
in the mud. 

Feeding experiments conducted at Belts- 
ville, Md., Collins, Miss., and McNeill, Miss., 
have yielded much practical information con- 
cerning the crop. Following are the prin- 
cipal conclusions of the investigators, S. W. 
Greene and Arthur T. Semple, of the Animal 
Husbandry Division of the bureau: 

Thin-podded, speckled beans, similar to 
the original Florida beans, are much higher 
in feeding value than several varieties which 
have a very thick pod and consequently a 
low shelling percentage. Thick-podded 
beans are also relatively unpalatable. 

Dry whole velvet beans are more economi- 
cal for fattening steers than soaked whole 
velvet beans when the labor cost of soaking 
is taken into consideration. 

Dry velvet beans in the pod make a palat- 
able ration without soaking or grinding. 

Ground velvet beans heat quickly, become 
rancid and mold readily. 

Both whole dry and soaked velvet beans 
are much more palatable than dry ground 
velvet beans. Ground velvet beans are so 
unpalatable that steers will not eat enough 
of them to make good gains. 

Cottonseed meal increases the palatabil- 
ity of a ration of velvet beans. 

Two pounds of velvet beans are practical- 
ly equal to 1 pound of cottonseed meal for 
producing gains in fattening steers, and 
there is considerable saving in the amount 
of forage required. However, cottonseed

Corpstein has been coming here for several 
years with his fat cattle and has, almost 
without exception, realized top prices. Twen- 
ty head of the top steers were purchased 
here last fall from the Baker Calf company 
at $6 a cwt. In addition to showing a big 
margin between purchase and sale price the 
cattle made a handsome gain in weight un- 
der Mr. Corpstein’s methods of feeding. The 
balance of the shipment were of Mr. Corp- 
stein’s own raising. They had all been fed 
since about the middle of December. They 
were started on a ration of ground corn and 
cob and finished on a ration of shelled corn, 
oil meal and clover hay.” 

With a record like this it will be very dif- 
ficult for cattlemen who may not like the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed to put up a very con- 
vincing argument against the breed, will it 
not?

The North Dakota State Fair at Fargo 


JULY 20-25, 1925 


Few states in the middle west have made 
more rapid recovery from an agricultural 
standpoint than North Dakota. The crops 
and prices were good last year, and this 
year is another favorable one from the pres- 
ent indications of the grain crop. The im- 
proved conditions were reflected in every de- 
partment of the fair. The live stock show 
was very good in all divisions. Horses made 
the best showing in years, and never before 
was more interest shown in the judging 
work. There was a strong demand for real 
good draft horses of all breeds. All the beef 
breeds were well represented. In most cases 
the entries were larger and better than in 
former years. There was a very strong de- 
mand for good beef bulls and also for fe- 
males. Several sales were made and many 
more could have been sold if they had been 
available. The outlook for the beef cattle 
man is most encouraging in this section. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show was not as 
strong as in former years, because the mag- 
nificent Hartley Farm herd is not out this 
year. The heavy sale which included many 
of the show herds to the Harrison Farms of 
California made it impossible for them to 
make this year’s circuit. 

Three nice herds were on exhibition. Two 
came from Minnesota, Albert Paradis, 
Brooks, Minnesota, and M. C. Wilford, Can- 
ton, Minnesota, and the North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College. None of the cattle were 
highly fitted, but a more typey, uniform 
bunch of cattle is seldom seen at any show. 
Eston Marshall, a son of the famous Earl 
Marshall was senior and grand champion 
bull. He is a very low set, thick, meated 
bull. Blackeap Revolution’s son, the nicely 
balanced Revolution’s Golden Gleam won the 
Junior championship honors. There were 
several other good bulls in the show. 

The female classes were very uniform, and 
in most of the classes the decisions were 
very close. Elmosa 6th, from the Paradis 
herd won easilv the senior and grand cham- 
pionship honors, while Wilford’s heifer calf 
was the junior champion. The group classes 
were very close and the decisions could eas- 
ily have been reversed. 

Again the grand champion steer of the 
show was an Aberdeen-Angus. Both the 
Shorthorns and Herefords were loaded in the 
yearline classes, but the North Dakota Ag- 
ricultural Collese bred, fed, and exhibited 
one of the best Aberdeen-Angus steer calves 
seen at this show in years, and he easily de- 
feated all comers for the grand champion- 
ship honors. This calf was a credit to the 
breed, and to Billy Edwards, who fitted him 
for the college. 

All the beef cattle and draft horses were 
judged by W. J. Kennedy of South St. Jo- 
seph, Missouri. It is doubtful if any crowd 
of spectators and exhibitors at any other 
show ever followed the work of a judge with 
greater interest. Mr. Kennedy explained 
fully his reasons for making each decision, 
and it really was a three days’ stock judg- 
ing school. Everybody was pleased and 
wanted more of it.

It would be only fair to say here that the 
attention given to the breeding females 
maintained in the herd was an exceptional 
factor in its development.

The next important point that we observe 
in the development of the herd is the part 
that advertising has played. In other words 
there is little use of breeding good cattle 
and properly finishing those same cattle un- 
less you let the public know that you have

them. Advertising is done of course in many 
ways. Where show yard winnings are suf- 
ficiently extensive and dramatic the best of 
advertising goes with the winner, but that 
is only periodical advertisement. The man 
who has a good product to offer to the buy- 
ing public must continually remind them 
that the product is still available. 

To sum up we will find that, while other 
things entered into the success, the deter- 
mined and continuous policy of selecting 
good breeding animals, notably _ sires, 
coupled with the employment of the best 
feeders and fitters enabled Mr. McGregor 
to produce a product that could be effective- 
ly advertised to the buying public of North 
America. Other breeders can pay equal at- 
tention to those same things no matter

for themselves if only they get a chance of 
showing those inherent qualities and proper- 
ties which bring them to the front under all 
conditions. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Mr. H. O. 
Harrison, California, and of accompanying 
him in his visit to a few of our Aberdeen- 
Angus herds. At Aberdeen he was interest- 
ed to see last year’s champion bull Boxer of 
Ballindalloch, and the dam of Mr. F. F. Pea- 
body’s prize winning bull Proud Eric of Ab- 
erlour. At Kinermony he had a chance of 
seeing a few members of the Juana Erica 
family, and was struck by their great family 
resemblance. I believe that only one heifer 
of this family has ever been exported to the 
United States. The family has been brought 
out by Mr. J. E. Kerr, of Harviestoun, who 
has now quite a number of them. It has pro- 
duced not only great show cattle, but great 
breeders, both male and female. Mr. Har- 
rison also visited Ballindalloch, and would 
fain have purchased either Jorum of Ballin- 
dalloch, a first prize winner at the Highland, 
or his sire Evilesco, also a first prize win- 
ner at the Highland. Both have proved great 
breeders. On inquiry being made however 
by me, at Mr. Harrison’s request, I find that 
neither of these bulls can be put on offer. 

On 21st October we are holding our An- 
nual Autumn sale, and at it we are to have 
a great entry of cattle from Ballindalloch 
and all the leading herds. This is a great 
opportunity for the acquisition of females 
from our best herds in Scotland. Then early 
in February come our spring sales when the 
principal feature is the offering of young 
bulls from the various herds. I need not say 
that if any American breeders are to be in 
this country at any of these times we shall 
be very pleased to see them at the sales, ev- 
en though they have no intentions of being 
buyers. They will at least be able to see 
what we here are doing for and with the 
Breed. 

Entries have just closed with us for Vol- 
ume 50 of the Herd Book. This volume will 
mark an interesting epoch in the history of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It’s publication is 
an event that should appeal to every breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus throughout the world.
